However, their 
unique way of conveying them to the audience led you to 
believe they could be their own. 

Throughout the set, Mike would take quick drags off his 
cigarette at every chance. Seth was a wildman on drums, 
throwing a couple of sticks out to the crowd. Russ kept 
adding comments in between songs, keeping the crowd 
alive. Combining all of them, they just did their own thing 
and it worked, which the crowd definitely appreciated. 

Their raw rockin’ talent can even be heard on Cindy 
Drew’s Street Beat on WMMR on Sunday nights. The 
amazing response from the fans has won them a nomina- 
tion on the ballot, proving once again audiences’ responses 
do count. Maybe that’s why they chose the Romones’ 
“Blitzkrieg Bop” as their encore performance, just to keep 
the crowd wanting more. Rs 

Unforunately, the show had‘to end. However, this 
incredible foursome can be seen at various clubs in Philly, 
including The Barbary, Chestnut Cabaret, J.C. Dobbs, 
and Silk City, just to name a few. My advice is to catch a 
live show, since their tape “Outa Hell County” is current- 
ly sold out. Keep an open mind and don’t judge them on 
their looks; you'll probably like their style -- I did.

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Production and Mastering 
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“Songs should be mesmerizing,” Enuff Znuff bassist/ 
songwriter Chip Znuff believes, ““A great melody and a 
great story. They should take you places you’ve never 
been before.” On that note, count on a trippy, eye- 
opening experience ‘when you ride with the Chicago-based 
band on their latest release, “Animals With Human In- 
telligence.” 

All of their impeccable standards remain in effect on the 
new recording, the band’s debut for Arista Records. You 
won’t hear a departure from the sound Enuff Znuff 
established on their earlier releases, just some logical next 
steps. They still don’t blush if you mention The Beatles 
(but do eagerly refer you to Badfinger and The Raspber- 


ries). They still don’t cringe at the thought of mixing; 


seemingly incompatible influences and musical ideas. 
Hence, fronted by Donnie Vie’s gritty, instantly identi- 
fiable vocals and highlighted by Derek Frigo’s inventive, 


razor-sharp guitar work (accurately described by Guitar ™ 


World as “rich amalgams of sound and fury”), the band’s 
calling card is an unabashed fondness for simple, memor- 
able melodies played with aggressive and heated energy. 
Maybe their lives don’t depend on it when they play, but 
it sure sounds like it. 

“We'll always change somewhat,” Vie promises, “‘but 
there will never be a drastic change. Growth is natural. If 
you just let it take its course, it won’t sound forced or 
artificial. It isn’t something you can just go out and 
sample. Everything we do comes from a variety of sources 
and motivations, but they’re all very real.”’ 

“We didn’t want to step out of bounds with this record,” 
Chip adds. “We just wanted to carry on in the same trad- 
ition we have since the beginning. Very melodic songs 
played very aggressively. If we were out in the 70s, 
people would be calling it ‘English Metal.’ Whatever you 
want to call it, the bottom line with us will always be the 
songs.” 

The band’s unwavering belief (and trust) in that basic 
principle hasn’t gone unnoticed. Billboard noted the 
‘winning results’ of the band’s 1989 debut, “Enuff 
Znuff,” an impressive introduction to their unique and 
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witty blend of hard rock, metal and pop influences, high- 
lighted by the hit single (and MTV staple) ‘New Thing.” 


Pulse! proclaimed the album “a winner.” Their next re- 


lease, “Strength,” arrived in 1991, and was an equally 
impressive collection of pop gems. (Rolling Stone voted 
Enuff Znuff “Hot Band.) The overall tone was moodier 
and a few shades darker, but the hooks were just as 
hummable and melodies no less memorable. 

Produced by Vie and Znuff, “Animals With Human In- 
telligence” showcases a band that continues to reach new 
heights with each recording. Luscious, engaging melodies 
are in abundance. Nor is there a shortage of irresistible 


#hooks. Usually -- as on the instantly memorable ‘Inno- 


cence’’ and the bouncing “One Step Closer”’ -- it’s an im- 
mediate attraction, like a quick pick-up. Other times -- as 
with the sly, sinewy grooves that drive “Black Rain” and 
“Bring It On Home” -- it’s a slow seduction. Throughout, 
Vie’s vocals, raspy and almost painfully impassioned, are 
wrapped in warm, often sparkling harmonies. 

As always, the band’s keen ear for a memorable melody 
is matched only by its sharp eye for a telling moment. 
“We need some things to get us up/We need some things 
to bring us down,” Vie sings on the first single, “Right By 


| Your Side,” which makes the heartfelt best of a relation- 
‘ship that is obviously based on equal parts desperate de- 


pendence and true love. Similarly, “Master Of Pain” 
proves the Enuff Znuff lyrical landscapes are littered with 
deadly addictions and fatal attractions. “I’m a cold- 
hearted master of pain...Something makes you want me.” 
The lyrics don’t just hit, they pummel, crawling under 
your skin like an evil fascination. And they don’t just stop 
there, either. They get in your blood and into your head. 

“The songs we write have to trip our trigger first,” Znuff 
explains. “If they pass that test, then we hope they'll have 
the same effect on everyone else.” That’s as good as 
guaranteed because there’s no cheating or squeaking by 
when it comes to passing their songwriting test. Enuff 
Znuff continue to be tough graders and the latest high 
marks they’ve handed out can be heard on “Animals 
With Human Intelligence.” 
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Saturday, February 20th, Meadowlands Arena, East 
Rutherford, New Jersey.

Leading this fearsome foursome, with vocals full 
of fire, is Luke Tierney; he is backed by Jeff Gross on 
bass, Chris Shiflett on guitar and Grant Conway on skins.

To call someone a legend implies that their best work is 
behind them, and nothing could be further from the truth 
for Tammy Wynette. She recently triumphed as a fea- 
tured guest with The KLF on their dance smash “Justified 
and Ancient.” It became a worldwide Top 10 hit and 
ranks as the. highest-charting single featuring a country 
artist since Kenny Rogers and Dolly Parton’s “Islands In 
The Stream” topped the pop, country and duet contem- 
porary charts in 1983 -- even bigger than her signature 
song ‘‘Stand By Your Man.” Tammy is a woman at the 
peak of her capabilities as both a singer and a voice for 

_ women struggling to make sense of it all in the fallout of 
the sexual revolution. Yet she is unequivocally a legend. 

Born Virginia Wynette Pugh near Tupelo, Mississippi, 
and raised in Alabarna, Tammy Wynette grew up singing 
with her family and dreaming of making it in the music 
business. But a young marriage and children turned her 
practical, so Tammy turned to hairdressing. 


Like so many great artists, though, music’s pull was too © 


strong. She came to Nashville, was met with general in- 
difference and was ready to leave when producer Billy 
Sherrill couldn’t lease a master recording of “Apartment 
No. 9” and called the young woman who’d been in his 
office the day before to cut it for him. 

The team of Wynette and Sherrill helped define country 
music in the late ’60s and ’70s with a string of hits that in- 
cluded “Your Good Girl’s Gonna Go Bad,” “‘D-I-V-O-R- 
C-E,” “Til I Can Make It On My ’ wn,” and the classic 
“Stand By Your Man,” the latter co-written by Wynette. 
Tammy Wynette was a spokesperson for women from the 
beginning, singing songs about the same feelings, failings, 
and frustrations an entire gender was experiencing, which 
does much to explain her lasting success and continued 
domination of country two decades later. 

“Honesty is always hip,’ enthuses rock’s Patti Smythe, 
“and Tammy’s voice comes from an emotionally honest 
place that everyone can relate to.” 

Though Wynette’s power is undisputed, she also has a 
tremendous touch with gentle nuances and subtle em- 
otional shadings. Beyond that, Wynette’s sense of taste 
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is without question some of the finest in country today. 
Her “Higher Ground”? duet project, which paired her with 
Rodney Crowell, The O’Kanes, Gosdin and Emmy: Lou 
Harris, picked up critical kudos across the board and re- 
emphasized her own spare country roots, while her duet 
on Randy Travis’ “Heroes and Friends’’ project, the Merle 
Haggard and Leona Williams gem, ‘“We’re Strangers 
Again,” finds the pair almost recapturing the celebrated 
Wynette/George Jones magic of “Golden Ring,” ue re 
Gonna Hold On” and “Two Story House.” 

But, that’s only the beginning. Tammy Wynette is a 
woman who’s got a lot more music in her and it’s just 
starting to come out. As she says of the songs she sings, 
“T try to sing songs that are about what real people feel 


and I try to sing songs for the women out there. That’s 
the most important thing to me.”

In this month’s column, | want to show some of the 
sequences for the pentatonic scale. 

Example 1 is a descending pattern of three note groups. 
The picking pattern isn’t really that important, just try to 
stay relaxed. Remember to really concentrate on the pull- 
offs and hammers. An interesting variation is to repeat the 
first six notes over and over; it gives you a sixties-seventies 
rock type lick. 

Example 2 is an Eric Johnson type pattern. The Picking 
is very important in this lick. 

Example 3 is a two handed lick based on the super box 
from last month. All the underlined notes are tapped with 
the right hand. This is the same lick that’s on the end of 
my answering machine.
